Claims 1-27 are pending. 



Response to Amendment 



2. The reply filed on 1 1 October 2002 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The drawing objections were not incorporated 
along with the proposed Amendment. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply 
appears to be bona fide, appHcant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS fi-om the 
mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.

Applicant's REMARKS regarding the drawing objections are noted, but not convincing. 
It would appear Applicant might easily correct the noted deficiencies from Paper No. 9 mailed 
16 July 2002 by incorporating the features that are lacking into existing or additional drawings. 
If a future Examiner or member of the public were to review this document, if it ever issues as a 
patent, an important public service is provided by allowing one to readily ascertain what the 
inventive concept of the instant invention is. As is, the block 314 leaves one in a nebulous 
position in juxtaposition to what AppHcant is claiming. Similar reasoning applies for other block 
figures, e.g. 102, 104 and 106. As is, the drawings do not conform to USPTO requirements.
